AMERICAN STRENGTH 
GROWING RAPIDLY IN 
FAR PACIFIC AREA 


DESPITE PLANNED U. S. 
AID PICTURE FROM CHINA 
CONTINUES DARK 


By The Associated Press. 
A. picture of tremendously grow- 


ing American strength in the bat- 
tle of the Pacific, where U. 3. 
airmen have already exacted a 
10-to-l toll in Japanese men and 
planes, was drawn by Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz today

the offing. 
"We are greatly Increasing our 
battle strength," Adlmiral NlmiU 
declared.

ARMS FACTORIES 
ROLLING AT RATE 
BILLION PER WEEK 


By IRVING PERLMETEB 


WASHINGTON, Juno 18.—(/P)— 


Budget Director Harold D. Smith 
revealed today that America's arms 
factories are rolling so fast now 
that government war expenditures 
have climbed to approximately $1,- 
000,000,000 per week. 
"That shows," he said In an In- 


terview, "how wo arc going into 
action against tho axis." 


The accelerated pace of war pro- 
duction, Smith continued, "assures 
out hitting on the nose our estimate 
of $28,000,000,000 of war 
expend- 


itures for tho fiscal year which ends 
this month." 


He said the pace also made more 


probable his estimate that $70,000,- 
000,000 would be spent for war In 
the coming fiscal year. 


Treasury expenditures for war 


purposes alone, Smith explained, 
have climbed steadily from $409,- 
400,000 In the week boforo Pearl 
Harbor to $044,100,000 last week. 


The 
$1,000,000,000 a week pace 


not only Is the biggest spending fig- 
ure In American hlatory, but It also 
overshadows every other belliger- 
ent's 
costs. Sir Klngsley 
Wood, 


chancellor of the British exchequer, 
said yesterday that his country wns 
spending $337,000,000 a week. Ger- 
man, 
Russian and other totals also 


are lower although exact figures 
are not available. Foreign money 
totals, howovor, are not nocosmirlly 
comparable to American figures bo- 
cause of differences in rosourcou 
and price levels. 


Not counting about $0,000,000,000 


of other federal expenses that hava 
to be paid for, tho current flscii 
year's war costs will bo about twlco 
as big as all federal tax revenues 
estimated by Smith at $12,700,000,- 
000.
